So 
that, when Germany finally plunged 
into African colonial enterprises in 
1884, she could get only tropical 
lands, most of which were) unfit for 
settlement by white men. As the 
avowed German purpose in acquir- 
ing colonies was to obtain|a “place 
in the sun” for her rapidly-increas- 
ing surplus population, the lands 
claimed by Germany” Ger- 
man East Africa, German Southwest 
Africa and the Cameroo 
ful mainly as a source oO 
and a foothold by Which 
other more desirable land. 


German Central Africa, 
from coast to coast, not to mention 
a German India and a German South 
America. The African colonies were 
to be enlarged by conquest through 
the present war; while the other ac- 
quisitions were to be placed on the 
map after the war had made the 
German Empire the power of Eu- 
rope.

States were never successful, be- 
cause so many of the German im- 
migrants came to this country to es- 
cape the rigors of “the highest plane 
of life.” But in ‘South America, 
where races do not fuse so rapidly 
as in the United States, the German 
immigrant became a part of a Ger- 
man settlement and his Germanness 
was preserved intact. Solidarity of 
German interests in Sovth America 
lulled Germany to the calm belief in 
South American admiration of all 
things German. This confidence was 
shaken by the attitude of the South . 
American countries toward the war, 
and Germany hastened to lay stress 
upon the defense and extension of 
her African possessions. But too 
late to achieve any success. | 

Solf, the colonial expert ,of Ger- 
many, explains at great length to 
the German people that the colonial 
policy of the empire has always been 
outlined on broad and generous prin- 
ciples, Other colonial powers have 
been sadly lacking in broad-minded- 
ness and liberality. but Germany has 
dealt with them patiently, desiring 
only what is her own. Thus the co-— 
lonial situation is summed up by 
the German mind for 'the enlighten- 
ment of the unprejudiced. Accord-. 
ing’o Mr. Solf the German colonies 
have been so developed that Ger- 
many has gained, less trade advan- 
tage from them than any other com- 
mercial nation. But. altruism - 
ing the main characteristic of the 
government, this state of affairs has 
generously been allowed to endure. 

Mr. Solf’s statements are not cor-

a crude past by immediately forget- 
ting their barbaric customs ant be 
coming good Germans. 

But the natives did not fall in ¢n- 
thusiastically with plans for their 
well-being which they did not at all 
understand. Resentment and rebel-’ 
lion against unmeaning laws became 
common, especially in the South- 
west African colonies. | | 

Thirty years of effort in deyelo 
ing her foreign possessions hav 
cost Germany no less than $809,000,- 
000, much of which sum was invest- 
ed for returns in years to ¢gome.\ 
The loss of these lands, which she 
ruled so ruthlessly, will be one of 
the greatest blows of the war to the 
German government. Instead of dou- 
bling the colonial territory and gain- 
ing new lands for the people as she 
_ promised, Germany has Jost what 
she held and with ft the cherished
